Many of the so-called “aniline” dyes 
are, in fact, much faster than many of 
the natural vegetable dyes and the va- 
riety and range of shades obtainable 
with the latter on cotton are much more 
restricted. 

Owing to the insistent demand dur- 
ing recent years for fast colors on cot- 
ton fabrics—that is to say, for colors 
of a fastness similar to indigo and Tur- 
key red—the manufacturers of dyestuffs 
have been bending every effort of art 
and chemical service to the discovery 
and production of such colors. The re- 
searches in this direction at last had 
their reward, and a series of new dyes 
was discovered, of «. nature similar to 
indigo, and of a fastness in many cases 
surpassing that of indigo itself, says 
Good Housekeeping. Year after year 
new numbers of this class of dyes were | 
manufactured, until at the present time 
mearly every shade of color can be pro-| 
duced. All of these dyes are made from |

This, if true, means that the 
magnificent sum of $300,000,000 per annum is wasted in the 
administration of public affairs at Washington. President Tatt and 
his department heads have given credence to the statement; certain 
demonstrations have been made in the matter. of paring down depart- 
inental estimates, indeed, which prove incontrovertibly that tremend- 
ous savings might be made under systems of appropriation and 
expenditure such as any capably managed private business establish- 
ment would employ. It is with the view of checking, or of wholly 
preventing, this enormous waste that, in response to instructions 
from the President, Secretary MacVeagh ‘is now engaged in train- 
ing a budget for submission to the next session of Congress. 
Assuming that the $300,000,000 now wasted annually can be 
saved. and this is no unreasonable assumption, unless it be accepted 
as an established and unchangeable proposition that retrenchment in 
public affairs is impossible, it would not necessarily follow, of course, 
that the cost of administering the government would be $500,000,- 
000 per annum less than it is now. Not at all. It should mean, how- 
ever. that the $300,000,000 now wasted—expended uselessly, eaten up 
in extravagances, lost through incompetence in management—would 
be put to purposes conducive to the general welfare. Many projects 
halting for lack of capital will occur to the thoughtful reader. Most 
of these, perhaps, are matters with which the national government 
should not immediately concern itself. As little federal intrusion in 
state affairs as possible is desirable.

itself against the competition of remedies that are “just as good.” 
This appears to be where the single tax movement finds itself at 
present. There are millions ready for it under some other name, or 
in some other form. The world dearly loves a makeshift.

Besides, in a com- | 
paratively small radius of adjoining country | 
there are thousands of artisans and their wives to whom the spectac 
ular and sensational appeal. It so happens that this community 
theater is controlled not by individuals whose sole aim is to get rich 
out of income, however earned. Authority as trustees is vested in 
Smith College officials and in representative citizens. They select 
a manager with ideals, who, in turn, chooses plays and players. The 
combined effort of all is to meet each of the differing constituencies 
on the highest plane of its present taste and lead it on to higher goals. 
Here is a clew to a maze through which*many communities are 
vainly groping. It posits nothing more than individual or collec- 
tive generosity by which the requisite plant is secured, followed by 
representative community control with due recognition of all ele- 
ments of urban society; and, then, generous patronage by persons 
who believe in the stage as an educational factor in community life. 
Where such experiments are made under conditions that are at all 
favorable—that is as to the number of possible patrons and exemp- 
tion from destructive competition—there need be no lack of faith 
as to the possibility of finding both managers and players who will 
rise to the civic ideal and gladly use their professional talent in a 
field promising so much more treedom and idealism than are to be 
found usually in theaters. \What Northampton now has practically 


‘js a civic theater with a stock company, that can rely on the coopera- 
‘tion of a flourishing college, its students and professors, and the 


circle of families drawn thither by interests that are intellectual and 
socially worth while. In addition there is a large and prosperous 
constituency of workers in the town and in adjacent industrial cen- 
ters who can find tn this theater, as now managed, something meeting 
their demand for romance, adventure and dramatic action. 

To those persons who know the conditions that obtain in many 
theaters in inland communities similar to Northampton, this pioneer- 
ing service, in the town made forever memorable by association with 
it of Jonathan Edwards, will come with especial force and appeal. 
The wider the dispersion of the stock-company idea, the speedier the 
1ealization of community responsibility for defining theater stand- 
ards, the better it will be for America. 


One of the great attractions of motion pictures at present is 
that in them one may see everything that is going on without hearing 
anything. If it is true that noise—and even talk—is now to be intro- 
duced this attraction will cease. One might as well mingle with 
the throng and be done with it.
